HIS volume, which passes in review 
French literature from 1900 to the 
present day, will be of help to the foreign 
reader, who has often some difficulty in 
seeing his way through France’s literary 
production of the last thirty years. 

The authors have packed their book full 
and intelligent observations, but 
their judgments seem too severe. In the 
section devoted to poetry, for instance, we 
might have expected to find more import- 
ance given to certain great names, such 
as those of the Comtesse de Noailles, Paul 
Valéry and Paul Claudel, while in the 
chapter on the theatre the author’s criti- 
cism might have been less exacting. It is 
true that between the naturalism of a 
Porto-Riche and the symbolism of a 
Maeterlink, many works have seen the 
light of day only to be forgotten; but, at 
the same time. it would have been only 
fair to emphasise the value of the work 
accomplished by such men as Antoine 
Lugne-Poe, Jacques Copeau, Charles

ISS GILRUTH is evidently of the 
spirited and adventurous stock 
which has made the hardy Australian 
people. She tells how she left Australia 
as a passenger on a Norwegian tramp 
ship bound for Europe. The ship’ s cook, 
as even the butt cooks will do afloat and 
ashore, became so drunk that he was 
unable to perform his very essential 
services, and in his place was installed 
this youthful lady passenger. Miss 
Gilruth went further, and in time took 
duty as deck hand, steward, accountant 
and purser. 
Her book is a soberly told, and yet 
vastly entertaining, narrative of what 
befell her on the voyage. She had the 
uncommon luck to put in at Salerno, in 
Italy, and Poti, in Russia, as well as 
Constantinople. Naples, Rotterdam, Ham- 
burg and Bremen, and both on board and 
in port she had opportunities to see life as 
it rarely is presented to women. For her 
trouble as hostess and A.B. combined she 
got an excellent discharge from the 
master, and thoroughly enjoyed the earn- 
ing of the £16 that went with it. 
Even when, one after the other, the 
two second engineers had to be certified 


as insane, and when she lost herself on 
a night of storm and pouring rain on a 
dockside whose language she did not 
understand, her -good humour and 
equanimity did not desert her. This is a 
graphically written collection of diary 
letters from. a new angle, and is worth 
the attention of a wider public than the 
friends to whom the letters were addressed 
from time to time in the five months of 
Miss Gilruth’s trip.

The power of 
‘national survival was immanent in the Irish 
le, and even the Gaelic movement owed 
its continued existence to this force. The 
organisations that onght to be devoting them- 
selves to the unified effort of national revival 
were so busy looking askance at one another 


that .they tended to become trans 
formed into a not very interesting wax-

The complete 
Gaelicisation of Dungarvan, Dingle, Galway 
and such towns would bring the decay to a 
complete end, and prepare the way for a 
further advance inland. The task of restoring 
the language and Gaelic culture generally 
was one of immense endeavour, touching on 
virtually every aspect of the national life.

Secretary (Mr. 0 Brosnachain) pointed out 
that there was an increase in the number of 
Irish people in London studying the Irish 
language.

For the same 
period in 1933 the alive number was 589.970 
and the dead 20,310. For the period men- 
tioned (1954) the number of live pigs ex- 
ported from Saorstat ports was 44,877. as 
against 160,700 in 1932. The total in Sao: 
stat Tor the 39 weeks ended 29th September. 
1934, was 759,719, as against 708,271 for 
the riod ending September 29th, 19534. 
Pigs bought for curing in Northern Irelan:! 
for the period mentioned—Alive 1.116, dead 
285,226. as against 267.466 in 1932. Live 
pigs exported ftom Northern Ireland ports 
for the 39 weeks ended 29th September. 
1934, 53.419, as against 16,695 in the same 
period 1932. The gross. total from Northern 
Ireland was 339,761, as against 284.244 in 
1932. The total from all Ireland was 
1,099,480, as against 992.515 in 1982.

On the War Path. 

Much interest has been caused in Japan 
by the War Office’s publication of a 
pamphlet laying stress on the need for 
increased defences, and drawing attention 
to the dangers to which Nippon is exposed 
as a result, presumably, of her altruistic 
attitude The 
pamphlet, which is being distributed in 


large numbers throughout Japan, is stated 


towards other nations. 


to express the personal views of General 
Hayashi, the Minister for War; and, since 
generals in every country have their minds 
cast in more or less the same mould, some 
of its extravagances may be discounted. 
There is no doubt, however, that Japanese 
policy is becoming increasingly aggressive, 
for which reason the attitude of the War 
Office in Tokio assumes world-wide import- 
ance. General Hayashi insists that the 
Japanese Army is far too small. Twenty 
years ago Russia was a decadent nation, 
and a comparatively small military estab- 
lishment “was sufficient to guarantee 
Japan’s safety, particularly as she had 
hardly any, responsibilities on the Asiatic 
mainland. Now, since the completion of 
the Five Year Plan, Russia has become a 
powerful military State, with a magnificent 
army and a first-rate air force. She is 
belieyed to have at least six thousand aero- 
planes, as against Japan’s one thousand, 
and General Hayashi seems to assume that 
Moscow is making ready to swoop down 
on the island Empire. Furthermore, 
according to the official statement, Japan 
now is responsible for the administration 
of Manchukuo—a responsibility, one might 
suggest, which she undertook with suspi- 
cious alacrity. Consequently, she must 
have more soldiers, more aeroplanes, more 
ships—all of which, of course, will be used, 
if they are used at all, for strictly defen- 
Sive purposes. 

In plain English, the Tokio document 
means that Japan is preparing for another 
war. Next year there will be a naval con- 
ference at which the agreements that were 
made thirteen years ago in Washington 
will be revised. On that occasion Japan 
accepted a ratio of three-fifths, in respect 
of capital ships, of the naval establish- 
ments of Britain and the United States, 
and subsequently various other pacts 
regulated comparative strengths in respect 
of cruisers and smaller craft. Now the 
Japanese Admiralty insists that there can 
be no limitation of its building activities. 
It refuses any longer to accept a position 
of inferiority vis-d-vis the other two great 
naval Powers, and will claim complete 
parity with Britain and the United States

Although the 
Bolsheviks have changed most things in 
Russia during the last seventeen years, 
their foreign policy, in broad outline, re- 
mains virtually what it was when Nicholas 
II. ruled over All the Russias. Vladivostok 
is of vital importance to Siberia, and the 
Russians resent very strongly the manner 
in which the Japanese have. been con- 
solidating their position on the mainland, 
recognising in the seizure of Manchuria a 
distinct threat to Vladivostek’s security. 
Besides, the dispute over the Chinese 
Eastern railway, although for the moment 
it seems to be “‘ settled,” retains all the 
elements of nasty complications at some 
later date. The Russians have been losing 
They have armed themselves 
and, although their. 


generally is very much better than it was 
at the time of the Russo-Japanese War. 


| General Hayashi’s memorandum suggests 


that Japan is very much alive to the possi- 
bilities of an armed conflict with Russia— 
indeed, that she has no intention to allow 
herself to be taken by surprise.

A good record of progress is contained 
in the annual report of the Ministry of 
Education in Northern Ireland, which was 
issued yesterday. Northern Ireland has 
reason to be proud of her schools. Since 
1923, when her Education Act came into 
operation, she has made great efíorts to 
improve her position, and now can claim 
to have one of the best and most efficient 
systems of education in Europe. New 
schools have been built, at a total cost of 
over £800,000, and a considerable sum 
spent in improvements on 
existing buildings. “Three hundred old 
schools have. been remodelled. There 
has been, also, a general reorganisation 
of the system. Gradually the smaller 
schools have been amalgamated, and the 
schools themselves are being transferred 
from the control of local or private bodies 
to the central control of the Government. 
Formerly, the report states, “ the standard 
of school buildings and equipment was 
for the most part grossly inferior. Many 
services connected with education, now 
considered essential everywhere, were non- 
existent, and the necessary expenses of 
maintaining the schools, apart from 
teachers’ salaries, fell upon the parents 
and the charitably disposed.’’ Eleven 
years have seen great changes, and to-day 
the Ministry is able to claim that the 
efficiency of the schools themselves, and 
of the instruction given in them, never 
was higher. True, the position is not 
yet ideal. The Northern Government's 
plan for bringing all the schools of the 
Six Counties under its control is still 
strongly opposed by the Roman Catholic 
authorities, who are not willing to relax 
their supervision over pupils. An even 
more important question is that of ex- 
pense ; and the point often has been raised 
that the school system of Nerthern Ire- 
land, good as it undoubtedly may be, is 
too much of a burden on a small com- 
munity. For the last few years ‘the 
education estimates have been in the 
neighbourhood of two million pounds, and 
it is becoming more and more obvious that, 
if the present standard is to be main- 
tained, the annual parliamentary vote 
will not be enough. ‘“ The 
ments and additions to our education 
services,” the report states, ' cannot con- 
tinue to be provided almost wholly from 
the parliamentary vote, and some further 
levy must be made to meet the additional

‘‘ odd man ” of pre-War days, summoned, 
let us say, to clear a choked gutter, cleared 
it in a few minutes, asked a shilling or 
thereabouts, and found constant and will- 
ing employment. His modern successor 
takes pains to point out that the clearing 
of a drain is a skilled job, that it will take 
him away from a better job, but that he 
will dq it to oblige you; thereupon he 
spends thalt a day on a task that requires 
half an: hour, and coolly demands anything 
from six or seven shillings upwards. One 
result of this new spirit is that modern 
houses and gardens must dispense with the 
little renovations that keep them in good 
condition. Another is that the few honest 
jobbing men who are left suffer from the 
householder’s general suspicion, and find 
employment increasingly hard to obtain. 
Is it the Free State Government’s expand- 
ing system of doles which is responsible 
for this lamentably prevalent indisposition 
to do an honest day's work for an honest 
day’s wage?

Imperial Air Defences. 


Interesting details of what-is being done 
in the way of building up air forces for the 
defence of the. overseas Dominions have 
just been published in a Blue Book issued 
by the War Office. The forces dealt with 
are local, and not imperial. 
there are permanent and citizen air forces. 
The permanent establishment consists of 
102 officers and 788 airmen, and the citizen 
force is put at 48 officers and 261 airmen, 
a combined total of 1,199. Canada has a 
permanent active air force of 249 officers 
and 908 airmen, and a non-permanent 
force of 123 officers and 6035 airmen. ‘The 
R.A.F. system of training is generally 
adhered to, and is carried on continuously 
in the flying boat squadron at Vancouver 
and the two service flights at Trenton. A 
number of Canadian Air Force officers 
attend courses of instruction in England 
yearly, and a similar number of R.A.F, 
officers go to Canada in exchange. In New 
Zealand there are the permanent air force, 
which is a unit of the military forces, and 
an auxiliary contingent, which is a branch 
of the territorials. The.whole of the per- 
manent air force of South Africa is concen- 
trated at Roberts’ Heights, Pretoria, where 
there are still hangars to accommodate 
eighty aeroplanes. An air unit of the

The Economic Dispute.

distillery in Europe, that at Huil, which has 
an output of about 11,000,000 gallons a year. 
This distillery is producing friduatvial alcoho] 
from imported molasses, and has. storage 
tanks capable of holding 50,000 gallons of 
molasses at one time. 

Mr. West considered that the cost of pro- 
duction of two shillings per gallon, estimated 
by Mr. Lemass during a speech on the second 
reading of the Industrial Alcohol Bill in the 
Senate, seemed somewhat high compared with 
costs in England. He considered that the 
distilleries could best be equipped by English 
manufacturers, as their stills and processes 
are less costly and more efficient than those 
of Continental makers. 


THE FIRST DISTILLERY, 


Cooley, which is the centre .of a large 
potato-growing district in County Louth, has 
heen selected as the site for the first distillery 
by the Government, but where the others are 
to be built has: not .vet been announced, 
although during the debates it was. stated 
that they would. be in Cavan, Louth, and 
Donegal, with a rectifying plant in Dublin. 

The alcohol, as .produced by the local dis- 
tilleries, would probabiy not be more than 
40 per cent. pure, but the rectification plant 
in: Dublin could bring it up to 96 per cent. 
of purity, which is sufficient for industrial 
alcohol which is to be used as a substitute 
for methylated spirit. By further distillation, 
with benzene, the alcohol can be made 100 per 
cent, pure for use as a motor fuel. There 
are, oi course, processes by which the spirit 
could be brought directly to the 100 per cent. 
pure stage, but this would involve: more 
expense. .

HELPLESS. 


A GREAT WORK. OF

(TU ILLORMAC” lies at no great 

distance from Dublin. The car 
that brought me there made many detours 
before it came to an open gate leading to 
a red-brick gabled house. The summer day 
that had shed its beauty abroad was 
specially lavish here, lighting the red and 
white roses, the snap-dragon and stocks, 
the long stretch of haycocks and the 
mountains beyond. 

‘‘ Kileormac’’ is the home of the most 
homeless of all things—the destitute baby. 
It is under the care of nuns of a French 
Order, whose head house’ is in the Rue de 
Bach, Paris. 

Forty*thousand of them scattéred through 
the world have given their lives to charity, 
and from the novitiate in the busy 
Parisian street they go out to Ireland and 
Italy, to China and America. Dressed in 
a neat black: habit, they wear a starched 
white coif on their heads and a frilled 
white collar at their necks, and in their 


hearts they carry the motto of the 
founder: “ Caritas Dei urget nos.” 
ORPHANS. 


Four hundred and twenty children are 
sheltered in ‘‘ Kilcormac’”’ at present. 
Of this number roughly half are homeless, 
but legitimate. They may have a father 
whose wife has died, and who is unable 
to provide a home for them, or both 
parents may be living in great poverty. 
Or, again, they may be orphans. 

The remaining are Dublin’s unwanted 
children, those fatherless ones, whose only 
claim on the world in which they must 
grow up is their appeal to its goodness 
and pity. Since its foundation in 1910, 


upwards from the Union 
Hospital. Their upkeep is defrayed in 
the main: by the Dublin ratepayers. The 
children’s mothers come to the home with 
them and remain there for two years, 
contributing their share to the upkeep of 
the place. They help with the cooking, 
scrubbing, washing, sewing and care of 
the children. 

The two years they must spend in “ Kil- 


days and 


cormac’’ give the nuns in charge of 
them a chance of discovering their 
characters. 


SAINTLY SENSE. 

If St. Brigid returned “to Ireland I 
fancy she would step into the shoes of 
the Reverend Mother of “ Kilcormac.”’ 
For she looks as if she, in her turn, had 
left the canvas painted by Patrick Tuohy 
of St. Brigid, and taken the long road 
past the villages, river and open fields 
to this house for children. There are 
the same grey eyes, the same steadfast 
mouth, And the same common sense. 
For in choosing a saint for Ireland the 
Almighty surely decided she must be 
sensible first. She must be kind, and not 
easily fooled; always planning for the 
future, never weary of a never-ending 
work. | 

She is always planning—now it is about 


now it is for an outdoor sanatorium, now 
it is that “ Kilcormac’’ be available for 
other mothers, destitute, perhaps, and 
with their babies homeless. 


THE KINDERGARTEN. 

The first glimpse I had of it was the 
Kindergarten. Here boys and girls from 
three to nine years of age learn their 
alphabet, string beads, or play with 
plasticine. In between times they sing 
songs and dance, a teacher and young nun 
presiding. 

The weight of the dramatic per- 
formance fell on a boy of seven, who 
marched about, singing, and emphasising 
his gestures with a stick in the rather self- 
conscious rianner common to all boys of 
eight. Those in the benches joined in 
the chorus, and presently four children 
helped him with his leads. 
ee struck up “The Blue 
Danube,’ and. another boy, a little 
younger, took his six-year-old partner to 
the dance. Never was a Viennese waltz 
played in a stranger setting. Then we 
walked “through dormitories on the first 
floor, and on to tha second. We saw 
many white beds with blue and white 
counterpanes, standing on the polished 
floors, and sunlight through the windows, 
through which somewhere far off one 
might sense the sea.

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Reverend Mother chooses the fortunate 
boy or girl under five, and he or she is 
transferred from the convent to the house 
in the town, suburb, or farm, where it is 
to grow up. ‘These children are selected 
from the very young, so that they may 
make an entirely new start, with memories 
rooted in the foster parents, and a normal 


home. Such a child was spending the 
afternoon in “ Kilcormac’’ the day I 
called. She was a girl of ten, and she had 


come to ' Kilcormac ” as a baby; but, 
to her own belief, she had grown up with 
an aunt outside Blessington. This is 
the third time I came to see the children 
here,” she told me. We have a lovely 
garden in Blessington, too. There are 
five pear trees, and seven rows of peas, 
andsten rows of strawberries. That is my 
aunt out there,’’ and she pointed to a 
figure who was seated under the tree with 
a nun. 


HAPPY CHILDHOOD. 


I watched the happy child as she ran 
from the garden to the sittingroom, and 
from there back to the garden, her eyes 
lit with that magic light that is child- 
hood.

WORK OF THE 
SCHOOLS. 


EFFICIENCY IN LIFE- 
SAVING. 


bá 
HE guestion has been raised: “ Why 
are aquatic sports more or Jess 


neglected in Irish schools and colleges 
as compared with field sports?’’ It would ap- 
pear from inquiries made that a comparison 
of the sports is not considered admissible 
owing to the natural conditions of weather 
and time which control them—at least, so 
far as the schools are lconcerned. However 
it may be with rowing, of which the pur- 
suit is governed by questions of situation 
and cost, swimming is certainly not 
neglected. There is hardly a school of any 
consequence which. has.. not its “swimming 
club. Swimming is very much encouraged 
by the managements and. fully — sup- 
ported by parental sanction. The 
schools have, of course, but a brief 
period of eight. or.ten weeks during 
which swimming exercises can be carried 
out under the supervision of the managements. 
The time is short as compared with field 
sports, especially those indulged in trom the 
autumn to the spring, when no prolonged 
break occurs in school attendance, . 

Krom genera! inquiries made by an /rish 
7Jimes reporter it ‘was patent that head- 
masters make swimming and the teaching of 
the art a special interest. Parents proved 
equally solicitous that their children should 
learn to swim. ; 

The opinion of a mother of seven may be 
taken as an index to parental opinion, She said : 
“It is very important that children should be 
taught to swim, but under proper supervision, 
The matter of dressing is most unportant. 
How often do you see little children who 
have exhausted themselves playing about im 
the water or swimming until they are tired, 
shivering in cold breezes by the edge of the 
water, No one knows what may be the 
consequence of chills caught by a tired child, 
but, under supervision, children should be 
taught to swim as early as possible.’’ 

EARLY TRAINING. 

Mr. H.-F. Case, the swimming ipstructor, 
is a believer in early tuition. He has swim- 
mers of four, five, and six years of age. In 
the junior classes of colleges and schools boys 
of nine are encouraged to go to the swim- 
ming baths, where the school clubs hold their 


races, and are taught to swim. Mountjoy 
School is a case in point. 
The Rev. William Anderson, the Head 


are noted swimmers, said 
encouraged—for obvious 
reasons there is no compulsion—and the..con 
sequence is that annually most successful 
galas are held, while in life-saving practice 
this school has a remarkable record. When 
Mr M. A. Duffy, of the Royal Life Saving 
Institute, came to Ireland last year he was 
so impressed with the Mountjoy School beys’ 
efficiency in life-saving that he selected a 
team of four to give a demonstration on the 
stage of the Capitol. On the same occasion 
he showed an Institute film of life-saving 
action, but said afterwards that the Mountjoy 
boys’ demonstration was as good as the film. 

For nine years in succession Mountjoy 
School has held the Leinster Schools’ Lafa- 
Saving Challenge Cup, and the competitions 
have been very keen, showing how greatly 
interested are all the schools in seeking pro- 
ficiency. Fe

INTERESTING DUNDALK

DUNDALK, 


At Dundalk District Court to-day, Edward 
Welch. Park street, Dundalk, jeweller, was 
prosecuted for smuggling rings from Northern 
Ireland.

Mr. Hamill, solicitor for defendant, said 
that they had since ascertained that the hall- 
marking of the rings in the Free State was 
not a guarantee that duty had been paid. 

District Justice Goff convicted and fined the 
defendant one hundred pounds, stating that 
he would recommend the Revenue Commis- 
sioners to make a substantial reduction if they 
considered there was anything in the defence 
made.

Over £250,000 has been spent, it was 
stated, on improvements, and tae number of 
hotels qualifying for official approval 1s now 
close on 300. it was estimated that just 
under 2,000 additional bedrooms had been 
added to the good-class hotel accommodation 
in the country, and that the number of bed- 
rooms fitted with hot and: cold water had 
been increased from about 200 in 1925 to 
over 3,500 to-day. New bathrooms had 
amounted to 233, and 54 new establishments 


had been added to the main resources. There 
were now 112 hotels in the Irish Free State 
carrying hot and cold equipment, and « 
slightly larger number with refrigerator 
plants to ensure constant supplies of fresh 
food. 

“The Tourist Association,” it was stated, 
““is convinced that enlargement and improve- 
ment can be considerably intensified if the 
Government give the facilities given by 
Continental Governments for such work in 
their respective countries.” To that end re- 
presentations made some years ago to the 
Executive Corincil will be renewed with a 
view to the initiation of a system of long 
term credits for the enlargement and improve- 
ment of holiday accommodation generally. A 
full examination was also to be made of the 
present resources of the State in the matter 
of efficietly-trained hotel staffs, following 
which representations would be made to the

INCREASING TRAFFIC. 
Figures for incoming traffic from Great 
Britain for the first seven months of 1934 
showed an increase of approximately 10,000 
over the corresponding period for 1933, the 
total being larger than any vear since the 
Association had been formed, with the excep- 
tion of the year of the Eucharistic Congress— 
1932. It was noted with regret that Amert- 
ean traffic had decreased by close on 800, 
but, even so, the Irish Free State traffie from 
the United States still compared more favour- 
ably with pre-depression years than that of 
any other European country.

A DAY IN A DOCTOR'S 
LIFE. 
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STATEMENT AT A BRAY 
INQUEST. 
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The difficulties of a doctor’s day were in- 
stanced at Bray yesterday when a juryman 
complained to Dr. P. J. Hamilton (Coroner 
for East Wicklow).for his forty minutes’ delay 
in opening an inquest. ‘‘It 1s most unfair,” 
said the jnryman. “We were all summoned 
here for 5 p.m. on penalty of a £2 fine.” 

Dr. Hamilton, who had had to travel by 
‘bus from Arklow, replied: “I regret the 
delay very much, and I admit it is ‘rough’ 
on the jury. I was detained. My dispensary 
is supposed to finish at 2 p.m.; it finished 
to-day after 4 pm. I have had no dinner, 
and nothing else but a cigarette since 9 o clock 
this morning.’’ 

The Coroner’s explanation of his difficulties 
was apparently acceptable to the jury, on 
whose behalf a second juryman at once offered 
sympathy. “ You are the victim of cireum- 
stances, doctor,” he said. 

The inguest then began and did not con- 
clude until 7 p.m. It concerned the death of 
Kevin McGrane, aged 5 years, of Upper 
Gardiner street, Dublin. 

The evidence showed that at about 7.40 
p.m. on Tuesday last the little boy was walk- 
ing with his grand-aunt, Mrs. Mary Donohoe, 


in Adelaide road, Bray. He was holding . 
Mrs. Donohoe’s hand, but suddenly released 


it and left the footpath to run across the 
road to an eight-year-old friend on the other 
side. A motor lorry was approaching, and the 
driver, Albert Jordan, Stepaside, Co. Dublin, 
swerved at once, but a front wheel struck the 
child. Though he received immediate atten- 
tion from Dr. P. F. Leyland, and a nurse, the 
boy died of internal hemorrhage within half 
an hour. . 

The jury held unanimously that the 
accident was. unavoidable; exonerated the 
lorry driver from all blame, and tendered 
sympathy to the dead child’s relatives. 

Superintendent M. F. O'Reilly represented 
the Civic Guards and Mr. N. McLaughlin 
appeared for the driver. '

work, and, lastly, the very friendly relations 


that had been established with the: principal 


consuming interests. 


THE ACCOUNTS. 
After taking in the net profit of £62,233 


and deducting last year's allocation to re- 
serves and the £7,094 charged to taxation 
account, the final balance on appropriation 
account was £176,526, compared with £126,387 
at the beginning of the period. In the re- 
port the directors drew attention to the fact 
that, while the other quoted securities had 
now increased in value in excess of the book 
cost, the Corporation’s investment in London 
Tin Corporation, if valued at the market 
price, would still show a substantial depre- 
ciation. The accumulated arrears of the 
Preference dividend of that Corporation, 
however, had now been discharged, and they 
might look forward with confidence, he 
hoped, to a dividend on their very large 
holding of Ordinary shares in the not very 
distant future.

THE COMBINED INTERESTS.
